OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpoy, Friday, Feb. 26, 1858. 
Dear ‘‘Spirit’’—Casimir Delavigne’s play of ‘‘Louis Onze’ was revived at 
the Princess’s theatre on Wednesday evening, after a lapse of two years— 
Mr. Charles Kean resuming the part of the monarch. It is unnecessary to 
comment upon the merits of the drama itself, which only serves asa 
frame for a portrait of one of the most remarkable, as well as singular, 
rulers of France. The author, having in view the development of one 
principa] character, subordinates everything to this purpose, though, after 
all, he presents us with a mere outline—a rough sketch—which he leaves 
it to the genius of the actor to complete. The part of Louis XI. is one of 
the most difficult, in the modern dramatic repertory, that.Mr. Kean has 
ever attempted ; but the perfection to which he has elaborated it is no- 
thing short of marvellous. Had he uever taken a higher flight, he might 
legitimately found upon it a claim to be considered the greatest actor of 
his age. The merit of his impersonation consists in its completeness. 
He presents us with a resuscitated embodiment of the monarch who, when 
living, was the incarnation of subtlety and cruelty, yet for whose crimes 
an excuse is found in the immense service he rendered to his country by 
his crusade against the feudal lords, who would have divided his kingdom 
into fiefs, and made the king the least of vassals. Louis’ ruling passion 
was ambition. He had a genius for plotting and conspiring, and was 
ever seeking to turn it to account. He was eager to be a ruier, and this 
restless ambition led him, when only eighteen, and whilst he was yet 
Dauphin, to join the military revolt, called the ‘‘Prazuerie,’’ which so 
nearly compromised the throne and kingdom of his father, Charles VII., 
and undid the great work Joan of Arc had accomplished From the time 
he fell under disgrace, in consequence of this act of treason, until the death 
of his father in 1461—that is, for a period of 21 years —he had ample time 
to mature his projects of ambition and revenge. He never ceased plotting 
against his father, whether in his own province of Dauphine—where he 
governed his subjects in the most despotic manner—or, after 1456, in 
Brussels, whither he had fled from his father’s anger, to become a pensioner 
on Philip's bounty, and the boon companion of those haughty Burgundian 
nobles whose power he ultimately destroyed. Delavignae makes Louis 
confess to the murder of his father ; but of this erime he was not guilty, 
for Charles VII. died of voluatary starvation—the result of fear. An ab- 
scess had formed in his mouth, and his physician being unable to cure it, 
the weak monarch was persuaded that the Dauphin had conspired to poi- 
son him. He fell into a deep melancholy in consequence, refusing all 
food and drink, and died at the end of a week. His suspicious nature de- 
scended to his son, Louis, as did his ingratitude. Hence we find these 
two vices prominent in his character, which had attained its full develop. 
ment when he succeeded to the crown. No sooner had he become king 
than he commenced the work which formed the grand day-dream of his 
life, namely the annihilation of the feudal system that had cost his late 
father so much trouble, and threatened now to overwhelm himself. With 
a persistency of purpose and strength of will no reverse could shake, he 
pursued his object in spite of every difficulty. What he lost by the for- 
tune of war, he speedily regained by his astute diplomacy. His extraor- 
dinary sagacity and wonderful power of dissimulation were worth armies 
to him; whilst his implacable hatred rendered him merciless to an enemy, 
real or suspected. Cruelty he carried to the height of science ; and his in- 
tense vindictiveness left him at no loss for victims. As he grew in years, 
conscience began to assert its dominion. A moral coward from the first, 
he became the victim of an hallucination that peopled his abode with 
enemies thirsting for his blood. His'gloomy satellite ‘Tristan 1‘ Hermite, 
| who executed his sanguinary behests, became his close comptnion anid 
constant attendant at home or abroad. Gradually his fear of assassination 
grew so strong that it absorbed every other feeling ; whilst the certainty 
of approaching death, foreshadowed by an apoplectic fit, rendered him the 
most miserable of men,*for the space of two years before his decease took 
luce. 
, To the last he clung to life with a tenacity of will almost heroic, 
as he did to the power that was fast passing from his hands; and even 
when hope had left him, he caused himself to be surrounded by the em- 
blems and symbols of his departing greatness, and to be habited in his 
most gorgeous robes of state. This is the character Mr. Charles Kean has 
to portray, and nota line or feature necessary to make the portraiture com: 
plete escapes him. The physical representation is perfect, to begin with, 
and the passion of the moment finds its fitting expression in the ready 
mobility of countenance and turn of the eyes. We have, too, the grotesque 
side of Louis’s character brought out with surprising power of delinea- 
tion ; for this strange man was a wag in his way, and wonderfully en- 
joyed a joke, especially if the point of it contained any wickedness. Tris- 
| tan once mistook a monk for some other man, sewed him up in a sack, 
and threw him into the river. When Louis discovered the error he laughed 
heartily, saying, ‘‘Why be was the best monk in my kingdom. We 
must have a dozen extra masses said for his soul to-morrow.’’ This sly- 
ness and oddity betray themselves at almost every turn through the 
earlier acts of the play, and the manner in which Mr. Kean interprets the 
comic side of the King’s character i sof itself a masterpiece of histrioic art. 
In the scenes with Marie de Comines the subtle monarch assumes an air 
of the most charming bonhomme, only to ring from the unsuspecting girl 
the secret his sagacity forewarned him she possessed. We are ourselves de- 
ceived and carried away by his apparent good nature, so smooth an aspect 
does it wear. But how rapid the change to the look of intense hate that, 
denotes his exultation at the discovery, though concealed from ber. His 
duplicity in treating with the Swiss envoys, is equally well sustained ; but

Good la- 
dies and gentlemen, who are reading ‘The EK ield, luxuriously lounging 
in easy chairs in your ‘Country House,” don’t prepare yourselves for 
anything scienuiic. I coutd, if I chose, inundate you with hard names, 
and high-sounding sentences. Here are thousands upon thousands of vo-

for the former ; not without a hope, indeed, that what is begun asa mere 
amusement may acquire a higher character, and be pursued in the spirit of 


an inquirer into the marvels which nature is/ever presenting to the aston- | 


ished eye of him who seeks after them. The least observant among us 
knows that nothing is barren. There is nota blade of grass, a fragment 
of rock, a handful of sand, a clod of clay, a cup of water, or a bursting 
bud, which has not its own sources of enjoyment, if we would but find 
them out; and, depend upon it, there is a treasury of innocent delights 
and pleasant secrets in the modern invention about which Iam going to 
write, and without which I don’t think that any ‘‘Country House’ can be 
said to be completely furnished. ; 

Possibly some of my readers have tried to set up an aquarium, and 
have retired from the conflict in disgust. I have seen a good many dirty 
puddles, with languid fish therein, struggling hopelessly against as- 
phyxia, and I have not wondered that the owners thereof should get tired 
of an experiment which they did not know howto manage. I want them 
to take heart and try again. If they will accompany me in my rambling 
comments through two or three numbers of ‘The Field,’’ I think I may 
promise them success ; only they must at the very outset be made to ac- 
knowledge the importance of trifles. Not lightly or irreverently would I 
say that 

‘Little things 
On little wings 
Bear little souls to Heaven.”’ 

The difference between good and bad depends upon attention to small 
matters. Yourcook, sir, may spoil your dinner by a little oversight in 
the concoction of your favorite sauce; and you, my lady, may become 
the ‘‘cynosure of neighboring eyes,’’ in a way you did not bargain for, 
just because your maid’s head was turned with love, and she forgot to put 
a little pin into its proper little place. This is the principle we must 
start with—attention to trifles ; and if anybody cannot promise such at- 
tention, I warn him or her that it is useless te go with me any farther ; 
let us part company here. At all times and everywhere, attention to 
trifles is of consequence ; it is absolutely essential in the construction and 
management of an aquarium. Having settled that point, and got rid of 


the slatterns, I shall proceed more contidently with those who can agree | 
with me, and give a little care to the carrying out of what they under- | 


take to do. 

It ought to have been in- 


vented ages ago, for the scientific principles upon which it rests are per- 


fectly simple, aud belong to the commonest form of knowledge which | 


chemists and naturalists rejoice in.

Those to whom a pound or two more or less is not an object worth con- 
sidering can buy tank and stand ready made, and well polished ; at any of 
the many London establishments which now undertake to supply all 
things necessary for the setting up of an aquarium ; but persons in the 
country, for whom I write, may find it inconvenient to buy in London, 
even if they are not particular about money. Let such persons get their 
carpenter to make a strong table about three feet high ; the legs m»y be 
of mahogany or stained wood ; it is not necessary to be particulu «bout 
the top, over which a fancy cloth may be thrown ; and it will be «3 well to 
have a drawer in the table, in which may be kept the various !ittle im- 


plements employed in managing the aquarium when fairly set agoing. | 


The size of the table will depend upon the size of the tank. 


I suppose the most popular tank will always be the inverted propsga- 
ting-glass, because it is very cheap, and not altogether ungraceful. Placed 
upon a pedestal of turned wood, slightly hollowed to receive the convex 
surface,ewith a hole in the centre to admit the knob, it makes a conve-. 
nient, but net an unexceptionable, tank of small dimensions, Don’t let 
the glass be cemented to the pedestal ; it is quite unnecessary, and pre- 
vents that turning about, so that all sides of the vase may be examined, 
which is an advantage possessed by the propagating-glass over other forms. 
The manufacture of these glasses for aquarian purposes is much improved, 
and they may now be purchased of exceedingly neat shape and appear- 
ance. ButI donot recommend them. They distort the objects contained 
ia them almost as much as the old-fashioned fish-globes (which I hold to 
be quite inadmissible as aquariums), and they have an unfortunate pro- 
pensity to fall to pieces without warning. It is not pleasant to enter your 
drawing-room, and find your best velvet-pile drenched with salt-water, 
and cevered with gelatinous lumps called sea-anemones. ; 

The best aquarium, I take it, is the rectangular tank with a slate bottom 
and plate-glass sides. Practically, I doubt the advantage which some per- 
sons seem to think is to be found in a shelving back of slate next the 
light, or in slate ends. The size of the tank is quite a matter of taste. 


| I find one about two feet six inches long. in the form of a double cube, 


i. @, one foot three inches deep, and one foot’ three inches wide, a nice 
size, an! quite large enough to be managed comfortably. Three is a 


| good deal to do occasionally to keep an aquarium quite up to the mark, 


and I should think that for a lady even a smaller size—two feet long and 
one foot broad and the same deep—would be large enough. The tank 
cannot generally be procured in the country ; in some of the larger towns, 
of course, such things may be found, but I suppose it will usually be ne- 
cessary to resort to London. They may be purchased at very various 
prices ; a couple of guineas ought to pay for a perfectly satisfactory one. I

SOL. SMITH. 


THEATRICALS IN MONTGOMERY TWENTY-EIGHT YEARS AGO. 





In the fall of 1829, Sol. Smith, with a small theatrical company, was 


| performing at the then Seat of Government, Tuscaloosa. John H. Thor- 


ington, Esq., a prominent member of the Bar of this city, (then a 
small village,) Justus Wyman, Geo. Whitman, (merchants,) and several 
other citizens, sent a message to Manager So!., inviting him to come here 
The invita- 
tion was accepted—though a condition was attached to the arrangement 
not very agreeable to our people, that the season should continue but two 
weeks, in consequence of an engagement previously made by the Manager, 
to open the Theatre in Natchez, Mississippi. 

The work on the new theatre was pushed with such energy, that he 
house was ready for opening in due time; but the scenery, painted by 
Mr. Moore, was not quite ready, and the first two or three performances 
were given with blank wing—that is to say, the bare canvas was displayed, 
untouched by painter’s brush. 

There are those living who were present on the opening night, and who 
declare they have never enjoyed a theatrical performance so well—before 
or since. The truth, probably, is that the acting in those primitive days 
was fully as good, if not better, than that of the present day. Mrs. Smith, - 
wife of the Manager, is remembered as a very superior actress and vocal- 
ist ; and in private life her society was sought and enjoyed by those ladies 
who that day gave tone to fashionable life. 





Mr. Sol. Smith has always been a great favorite in the South, both 
on and off the stage, and in no other place has he enjoyed a greater popu- 
larity than in Montgomery ; as a proof of which, we may mention that a 
recent report by telegraph that he would perform a few nights here, after 
his Mobile engagement, sent a thrill of delight through the whole com- 
munity. His late visit here, though not a professional one, has been 
marked by many happy reunions, and reminiscences of days gone by. 

A poetic address was spoken by the Manager, at the opening of the 
theatre on the 25th January, 1830, which we have been endeavoring to 
find, by ransacking a huge pile of newspaper files. It is said to have 
been a masterpiece in its way. 

The comedy of the ‘‘Soldier’s Daughter’ was the first play performed, 
' and, so far as we know, every actor and actress who assisted in the repre- 
| sentation, with the single exception of Sol. himself, has gone from the 
stage of this life; and of the three hundred joyous auditors on that occa- 
sion, it is probable that not over thirty survive. The theatre was situated 
on the South side of Washington street, and was surrounded by growing 
trees. Madame Feron, the great cantatrice, happening to be detained 
here a few days waiting fora boat, was prevailed on by the Manager to 





| perform a couple of nights for half the receipts, and appeared in two musical 
' farces, ‘‘No Song no Supper’’ and *‘Of Age To-morrow,”’ singing her songs 
with the accompaniment of a single violin played by old Sol. at the side 
wing—for in those days an orchestra was out of the question, except a few 
| fiddles and a clarionette, with occasionally a bass drum, who could barely 
| play cotillion music and ordinary marches, to amuse the audieuce during 
| the intervals of the performances. 
| The characters in which the Manager was considered to excel were Cap- 
| tain Copp, Old Delph, Darby, (Poor So!dier,) Gregory Redtail, Mr. Maw- 
worm and the Three Singles, (in the farce of ‘‘Three and Deuce,’’) which 
latter characters, he performed very often, to the great satisfaction of our 
‘‘boys,’’ of that day, surprising all by his almost miraculous changes of 
dress. Mrs Smith's singing is still spoken of by the old citizens as the 
perfection of vocalism, and her ‘‘Home, Sweet Home,’’ lingers on the 
| memory, causing pleasant sensations to all that were so fortunate as to 
| hear it. . 
| In 1832, Mr. Sol. Smith paid another visit, with a company consider- 
ably improved in numbers and talent, the leading actor being his talented 
| brother Lemuel Smith, who performed Damon, The Stranger, Corwin, 
| Young Heartall, and other principal characters in tragedy and comedy, in 
a manner never since equalled here by a stock actor. Mr. Mrs. and Miss 
' Carter (afterwards Mrs. Hart,) were members of the company at this time 
| algo Mr. Palmér, who acted heavy characters and villains. 

After this. Mr. Smith continued to visit the place at regular intervals 
for three years, during which time he introduced many very eminent ac- 
tors. Mr. Barton, Mr. Finn, Mr. and Mrs. Barrett, George Holland, Yan- 
kee Hill, Mrs. Knight, Mr. Forbes, J. M. Field and others. In 1835 Mr. 
S. closed his management here, having received a ‘‘call’’ to exercise his 
managerial abilities in Mobile. In 1840 he was ‘‘called’’ to New Orleans, 
where, until 1852. he continued to wield the baton of management, very 
much to the satisfaction of the lovers of the Dramain the South. For five

| A Feat in Cultivation.—In a recent number of the ‘‘Gardener’s Chronicle,’ ” 
| it is stated that Mr. Bichard Corke, of Maidstone, asserted that, by his pe- 
culiar system, he could produce more grapes, melons, cucumbers, straw- 
berries, and vegetable marrows (or indeed any other description of vegeta- 
ble), than could be produced by ordinary methods of cultivation. The 
statement was made publicly in the presence of several Maidstone gentle- 
men, one of whom had presented Mr. Corke with some grape-eyes, and 
some vegetable marrow seed of a very superior quality. In answer to sub- 
sequent inquiries as to their progress, Mr. C. expressed his conviction 
that the canes of the vine would average more than 20 feet before the 
year came round, they having been potted in October 1856, and planted 
out in a hothouse in March 1857. They considerably exceeded this ave- 
rage. A conversation arising as to the probable desree of success likely to 
crown the cultivation of the vegetable marrows, two well-known horticul- 
turists were chosen to survey and watch progress, and the stem was found 
to be 8 inches in circumference, and its bine, together with leaves and 
stera, measured upwards of 8000 feet—1600 feet having been fixed upom 
by the disbelievers and more thaa 4)0 fruit were gathered from this Levi- 
athan marrow.

ENGLISH vs. ARAB STALLIONS. 


Dear ‘‘Syrrit.’’—That well informed writer, ‘‘Crofts,’’ has just called the 
attention of the breeders of Tennessee to the advisability of breeding to 
Arabians, when we are assured of their being the genuine horse of the 
Desert, such as those purchased by Mr. A. K. Richards in Arabia, pro- 
cured from first hands, and not from commercial or other speculators, who 
know how to balance books perhaps, but cannot distinguish a hunter from 
aracer. He alludes to thejgreat number of English stallions that have 
failed in the stud, and as the spirit of importing them appears to be re- 
viving, I annex a list of those standing in the last twenty years, so that 
your readers may see at a glance how few have improved our racing stock | 
and how many have passed into deserved oblivion. It is acknowledged 
that the racer seliom makes a good saddle or light draft horse, while the 
Arabians propagate excellent stock for these purposes. Good eyes, sound 
limbs and feet, with light, easy action, and excellent temper, are sure to 
be obtained from an Arab sire; and I regret that Mr. Richards’ Arabs 
should stand at such high prices that half aud three-quarter bred mares 
will be excluded from their harems. The great English novelist, Sir Ed- 
ward Bulwer Lytton, in a recent work, attributes the inferiority to the 
present English hunter and saddle horse to the remoteness of the Arab 
cross, and thinks a return to that blood must be resorted to, to restore 
tLe docility, soundness, good temper, and pleasant gaits of the horse of 
his boyhood’s days.

If they 
speak the truth, the reason usuilly assigned is the correct one; the Em- 
peror’s death might cause a revolution in France, which might cause a

cveneral row in Europe, which general row might turn out to the profit of 
Italy. Asane man would hardly risk the lives of a dozen cats on such a 


contingent remainder. 

Singularly enough (at least, it struck me as singular,) there was a very 
general impression that all the conspirators would not be condemned to 
death, though Pierri, and not Gomez, was the one whom popular rumor 
exempted from capital punishment. Perhaps, while I write this, the 
other three have ceased to exist. Dangerous as they were, it seems to me 
the Emperor might have made a better use of Orsini than cutting his 
nead off. This man was a‘hero in his way, a great man among the out- 
lawed Republicans. He could be kept as a hostage, with the understand- 
ing, publicly expressed, that his life would be spared so long as there 
were no more attempts against the government. Possibly this might 
keep the refugees quieter than that signal failure, Walewski’s despatch, 
is likely to do. 

A large number of arrests were made last week. Rumor reckons them 
at from thirty to three hundred, including four barristers, a physician of 
note, andan actor of the Odeon. Of course, not a word of this in what 
are called the French newspapers. The warfare against foreign journals 
is kept up in its full vigor; recently a friend, who wished to send me 
from England a particular number of ‘‘Punch,’’ was obliged to conceal it 
artistically in the folds of another paper. The ‘‘Times,’’ however, is 
still unmolested, as if the government was ashamed or afraid to interfere 
with it, or perhaps on account of its Palmerstonian and (till lately) semi- 
official character. 

Meanwhile Paris dances and amuses itself as usual. There are at least 
en parties in different cireles of fashion this week. So much for the mor- 
tifications of Lent. 

Grisi sang in ‘‘Norma’’ with moderate success, but retrieved herself 
last Thursday in the ‘‘Trovatore,’’ singing and acting the part of Leonora 
as one can rarely hope to hear and see it. 

The principal dramatic matters are Uchard’s ‘‘Retour du Mari,’ of 
which more in my next ; two representations of it have been given at the 
Frangais ; and A. Thomas’ ‘‘Le Pamphletaire,”’ at the Vaudeville.

But there is an unacted, though published play, not to be passed over 
in silence, Emile de Girardin’s ‘‘Fille du Millionaire.’’ Whether the style 
of this comedy is such as to have ensured its success, had it been acted, 
I will not at present undertake to conjecture, but the plot is certainly ori- 
ginal—no small merit at the present day. Girardin has boldly underta- 
ken to rehabilitate (as the French expression is) the Millionaire, so long at 
tacked by satirists : it is an answer in kind to Dumas Jr.’s ‘‘Qustion d’ Ar- 
gent.’’ 

That eccentric genius, the author of ‘‘Modern Painters,’’ whose writ- 
ings present the most singular mixture of truth and falsehood on record, 
clothed in language so beautitul that it often diverts our attention from 
discriminating between the truth and the falsehood, was notffar out of 
the way when he began his Manchester lecture by specifying as one of the 
most notable characteristics of our age, ‘‘the just and wholesome con- 
tempt in which we hold poverty,’’ that is, conversely, the just and whole- 
some respect we have for wealth. In the dark ages, capitalist was synony- 
mous with usurer, usnrer with Jew, and Jew with everything hateful and 


accursed. And it is worthy of remark, that the nations which first 
emerged into light and liberty, the Italian republics, Holland, England, 
were also the first to recognize the capitalist as a valuable member of so- 
ciety. France was one of the last countries to admit him: verily, she 
has made up for lost time with a vengeance, but playwrights and penny- 
a-liners have had their vengeance, too, in making him a standard butt. ; 
_Giragdin takes a millionaire, and the most obnoxious form of million- 
aire, a lucky speculator, for his hero, and a real hero he makes of him. 
An old Marquise Wishes to manure her funds (according to the classical 
French expression) by entrapping the rich man’s daughter for her son, 
and stoops to dishonorable intrigues to effect her purpose. But the mil- 
lionaire is too much for the aristocratic conspirators, on whom he takes a 
magnanimous revenge, and marries his child to the man of her choice.

(Woodstock) arrived at Newmarket, and quartered at the Carpenter's Arms 
Inn, near the railway station. During he afternoon of Saturday the 
town was in a complete state of excitement, and many were the opinions 
of the public respecting the chance of the man, and some scores of pounds 
were laid out in consequence, the odds being 5 and 6 to 1 in favor of the 
old unflinching veteran Time. As the hour approached the sporting and 
speculating portion of the town and neighborhood were seen wending 
their way to the scene of action, and at the hour of starting some hun- 
dreds had assembled upon the ground. The stakes were £100 to £20 on 
time. ‘lhe wind and dust were very much against the man, and, there- 
fore, it was deemed advisable to contrive a shelter from so great an ob- 
stacle, and a canvas screen, forming two sides of a square, was arranged 
upon a frame, and attached to a cart, and so carried before him, anda 
further shelter from.the power of the wind was atfrded, by a horse van, 
kindly lent by Mr. S. Rogers, being driven by his side. The necessary 
preliminaries having been gone through, Westhall toed the mark in corm- 
plete walking costume, apparently full of confidence, and exactly at one 
o'clock commenced his arduous task. His style of ‘valking was certainly 
first-rate, and greatly admired. The first mile was accomplished iu ex- 
cellent styie in 8 minutes and 6 seconds, the second in 8 minutes and 8 
seconds ; the first four miles in little more than 32 minutes; the first se- 
ven miles were gone over in 56 minutes, the 14 miles in one hour 55 mi- 
nutes and 50 seconds, and the 21 miles in two hours 59 minutes and one 
second, being 59 seconds to spare. The 20th mie occupied a considera- 
ble deal more time than any previous mile, and many began to imagine 
that Westhall was ‘‘done up,’’ and betting began to turn more spirited 
against him. Many, who had laid against hing expressed an opinion that 
they were safe, and offered to increase the odds. Whatever might have 
been their opinions or desires they were quickly undeceived upon entering 
the 21st mile. Here, as in many parts of the match, he was loudly cheer- 
ed, and his perfect style of walking convinced every one that the match 
was already won, the pace still continuing fast and unfaltering. The time 
occupied in walking the last mile was nine minutes end thirteen seconds, 
and the last half-mile was completed in four minutes and thirty seconds.

A KANGAROO-HUNT IN AUSTRALIA. 


Sir—Having started from the Bingorra diggings, on my way to the Mac- 
Intyre River, accompanied by a small terrier dog and a long wiry kanga- 
roo dog, with a small tomahawk in my belt, an old pair of trowsers and 
two shirts for my baggage, and my opossum rug, I crossed the big River 
(aboriginal name, ‘‘Mooei’’), and ascended the Babbyworrilow mountain, 
poking my knife, on the road, into various gulleys of the mountain, 
amongst the rocks, in search of gold—at the same time keeping a bright 
look-out in the boughs of the trees for sugar-bag (wild honey), and opos- 
sum (Narrow coopee) for my subsistence, of which for that day I gut 
@ plentiful supply. The first night of my journey I slept at Miall Creek, 
a station of Dangor’s, where I regaled myself and some aboriginal friends 
whom | met there, with a bottle of rum; and, having collected all the 
news which they wished to be carried on to their friends on the MacIntyre, 
I started to go across a piece of country I had never been in before, by a 
place called by the aborigines Toolungurra, from a species of weed of the 
same Name growing on the ground. The country around is wild and 
beautiful in the extreme, with rocks, mountains, and a fine stream of run- 
ning water through the midst ofit. After having toiled my way over 
| sundry mountains and valleys till I got to this stream, and having got 
| rather peckish (?. e. hungry) I thought it was time to look for a little game 
; wherewith to sustain myself after my weary march. I immediately sat 








, down and mae a fire, lighted my pipe, had a chat with my dogs Pria and 
| Jacky, left all my wardrobe and bedding by the fire, sharpened a small 
_ Sapling to serve as spear, and hardened it in the fire, took my tomahawk, 
, and was not long before I started a huge black kangaroo, known by the 
ae settlers as ‘‘wallaroo,’’ by the aborigines as ‘‘tandoore’’ or 
| ‘*ulema,”’ 

Away went the dogs after him—Jack, being the largest and fastest, of 
| course first; Prin keeping up well second ; and myself, as fast as I could, 
| number three. Away we went over rock and gully tilla distant baying 
| told me that the game was brought to bay. I was soon up with both 
| dogs and kangaroo ; there was my noble gentleman on the top of a rock, 
| chattering defiance at his canine foes, and ever and anon knocking them 
| off as they attempted to scale up tohim. When he saw me he again took 
| to his heels ; but this time, instead of taking to the mountain, he kept 
| up the bed of the stream, leaping from rock to rock with surprising agi- 
lity, and was nearly distancing us, when he came to a large water-hole 
(at a place called by the aborigines Dingerbar), at the foot ofa high and 
perpendicular fall that he could by nomeans get up. In the m dst of the 
water-hole was one solitary granite boulder, which he succeeded in reach- 
ing, and there he took his stand, determined to fight till the last. One 
dog would be at him in front, and the other behind, swimming round the 
huge beast, who would first send one and then the other flying off the stone, 
myself sitting on the bank and hallooing them on—the kangaroo all the 
while dancing a much finer jig than ever did dancing master, till I, see- 
ing that the dogs were nearly done for, thought it was time to go to their 
assistance. I forthwith tried the depth of the water hole with my spear, 
took my tomahawk in my teeth, and, plunging in, cautiously swam up to 
the game, who, being intent on the dogs, did not notice me, so I managed 
to get round to his rear, and with one nick of the tomahawk severed his 
tail nearly through close to the rump. On feeling the sharp steel the 
poor fellow gave one jump forward, and fell headlong into the pool, where, 
with a few struggles (the dogs swimming round him .and biting his neck 
till the water was stained with his blood), he sank like a drowned man ; 
and there was my supper lost to all appearance in the bottom of the pool,

IMPROVEMENT IN THE BREEDING AND FEEDING OF ANIMALS. 
Written for the Ohio Farmer, by --Rusticus,’’ Whitehall, Kentucky. 

In alate number of *‘The Country Gentleman,” a writer advocates 
for that section of New-York, poor feed and scant grazing, instead of 
high feeding on grain, &c. ‘That is all well: in a harsh climate, on poor 
soil, large lands, and small capital, he is perhaps right, and Hereford cattle 
which have very thick hides and light quarters, are the kind of cattle to 
have there. But my object is now to speak of the theory of improvement. 

17 What isimprovement? lt is an advance towards perfection in any 
direction desired. ‘Thus, if swiftness in a horse ie desired, especially as in 
racing, any method by which the speed can be increased, is an improve- 
ment. So where many qualities are desirable, that isan improvement 
which developes the greatest number of those qualities in the highest de- 
gree. But the means of manare not unlimited. Therefore we must not 





0 | attempt absolute perfection, but such as is usefully and practically attain- 


able. In Maine, where the climate is harsh—its soil barren, and grain 
high—it might not be advisable to attempt the Short-born cattle, at the 
expense of costly buildings, high-priced grain, and assiduous personal at- 
tention. It might be far better to take the hardy light breeds, let them 
shelter under the ‘‘south-side of a snow-bank,’’ and feed upon scant pas- 
turage, and ‘‘oat-chaff!’’ 

2. But neither is this the subject proposed to be discussed. I propose 
now to speak of what we termed absolute perfection, or its approximation : 
and the means of attaining it. 

The perfection of a man is une thing—the perfection of a horse is ano- 
ther—and perfection of cattle still another. Each must be perfected 
“after its kind.’’ 

8. Perfection of Domestic Animals—Is the development of those properties 
or qualities, or capabilities, which are most useful or agreeable to man. 
Thus, in the horse, we desire speed, hardiness, beauty, docility, spirit, en- 
durance, &c. ; in the cow, we want, among other things, early maturity, 
disposition to fatten, tendency to give milk, &c. Let us see now whatare . 
the meaus, natural and artificial, for accomplishing these ends. In the 
first place, then, is--- 

4. Climate.—A genial climate is most desirable for the highest perfec- 
tion of animals ; because it makes less draft upon the vital powers. Thus 
a banana will sustain a man in Central America as long, perhaps, as a 
pint of whale-oil in Greenland. Too much cold overtasks the animal 
functions : too much heat enervates by want of action, or its possibility. 
Reason, strengthened by experience, therefore, gives a genial climate 
—warm winters and cool summers—as the most favorable for animal life. 

5. Breeds.—There is no doubt much in blood. It is enough for our pur- 
pose tosay, that among all animals there are now some families, the best 
families. And as human life isnot eternal: but as “art is long and life is 
short,’’ we must take hold of the means of progress which are most ad- 
vanced to our purposes. We must then take the best breeds: and those 
breeds pure, that their increase may be surely like them. Now if one 
breed of cattle makes 1000 lbs. of beef at two years old, and at the same 
cost as another breed which only makes 500lbs. of beefof same quality 
in four years, so far as keep is concerned, there will be no dispute that the 
first breed is the best. Start, then, with the best pure-blooded stock. 

6. Crossing.—Whatever may be said about ‘‘in-an-in’’ breeding—about 
which I desire to write a whole paper sometime—it cannot be doubted 
that crossing pure-blooded animals at least gives wider range of choice 
of parts, or qualities, which we desire to secure or propagate. Therefore 
cross largely, and judiciously. A great deal has been said about whether 
the male or the female gives the most of their characteristics to the off- 
spring. Iam of the opinion that neither sex assuch has any preeminence 
in this respect ; but that it depends upon other causes, too numerous and 
too latent for the foundation of a rule of breeding. Still, I think that 
health, vigor, and purity of blood, will, in either male or female, triumph 
over the opposite. And these qualities should always be esteemed in 
making crosses : though sometimes latent causes may oversiaw their ef- 
fects. For who can say how far the imagination, the food, the passions, 
and infinite other known and unkuuwu causes, way wicct ube foetus and 
its future development ¢ 

7. Rule in Crossing—Is therefore : breed always to the purer race ; and 
to the highest models in that race 

8. Feeding.—To bring an animal to the highest perfection, regarding all 
its properties, I should say, keep it alwaysin a medium condition—neither 
too fat or toe lean—and always as nearly as may be in the same state of 
flesh Lam convinced that England owes her great improvement in her 
| animals of all kinds, not more to her genius, than to her equable climate 
| —mild summers and winters—so that her stock are throughout the year, 
| without much care, kept in a growing condition, especially while young. 
For the turnip crop of England supplies the wants of summer in the midst 
of winter ; and has made, and will make, in the hands of clowns, stock, 
which the Webbs, and Callings, and Bates, would in vain attempt in 
other countries. At the same time, I would not recommend too free an 
use of succulent vegetables in winter, where they have to be housed for 
preservation. I only wish to show how I insist upon equilibrium in win- 
ter and summer. Thisis the reason why animals should not be bred 
too early to the bull : because the calf takes too much the powers of the 
parent, for the highest development. And what is true of the cow, ap- 
plies to some extent to the bull. Variety of food is also necessary to the 
fullest perfection of feeding animals. As the various parts of the body 
must receive their elements from the food, the water, or the air, any de 
ficiency in any element of the vital forces will cause a defect in the ani- 
mal. It has been said that sulphur has been found in the wool of sheep

STUD HORSES AND BULLS. 

Sir—Being opposed to the unnecessary confinement of animals—espe- 
cially domestic ones—I am anxious to address the owners of the above on 
the injurious restraint imposed upon them in this country. I wish to show 
that the practice is not only cruel and unnecessary, but alike injurious to 
the animal and their owners. It will be admitted that air and exercise 
are essential to animal life, as well as its prolongation in a healthy con- 
dition. How is it possible, then, that horses which have been accustomed 
to both in a high degree until placed in the stud should tnen be treated 
as caged birds or beasts without suffering in health? Inactivity and over- 
feeding lead to a diseased state of the body ; they acquire fat, and lose 
flesh or muscle, through want of exercise ; their natural powers (physical 
and procreative) become enfeebled (hence the fact of so many barren 
mares) ; their stock get small and weedy, and possess bad constitutions. 
In addition to this ca’ alogue of evils—which might be easily enlarged— 
solitary confinement renders animals much more vicious in their tempers. 
Now, to obviate these evils, I proprose that stud-horses should be treated 
like other horses—kept in the sam@ stables ; and if they cannot be ridden 
every day, should work in harness: this may be easily done by putting 
them in the middle of a team of wagon-horses, where they could do no 
mischief ; and undera careful bailiff, they might soon be brought to 
work along with another horse at plough, &c. ‘This plan would keep them 
in health and subjection, as well as render them much more vigorous in 
the stud. With regard to bulls I can speak from personal experience ; 
for when a lad at home, we had a bull which worked daily in a cart, 
sometimes alone, and somet*mes led by a slow old horse ; when required 
to visit the cows of the neighboring farmers he was unyoked, and then 
put in again. He was so gentle and good tempered, that I have often 
ridden him down to‘his pasture, half a mile off, of a summers evening, 
when between seven and nine years of age, taken off his halter, and turned 
him loose. This animal was then an aged beast. Uuder the present 
system they become so vicious and dangerous that they cannot with safety 
be permitted at large after two years old—an age when they might be 
made useful and quiet by work, I wish that some of your readers who 
keep those animals would put the plan I recommend in practice, and re- 
port the result; I am sure they would find it tend very much to their ad-
